"the Navy's analog to the Army's BC-728, and 

later GRR-5 receiver". 

The latter 2 were intended for "Aircraft alert nets", 
i.e. messages to Antiaircraft gun crews that some 
aircraft were on the way, alert. Now picture this - 

a large number of ships of all classes are lying off 
some Pacific island, while fighting is still going on 
there. The ships are scattered around the island, 

with some out to sea also, still approaching, others 
departing. Would a TBS cover the needed range 

for the "FLASH ALERT" ? Problematical, maybe 
requiring relays, that means time. One HF AM 
transmitter on a larger ship or commo ship could 

reach a pretty good ways. A broad bandwidth, 

GC receiver like the RBS, would fill the bill. I don't 
know ships that well, but perhaps it was envisioned 
the rec. would be out near AA guns - that's the 

way the BC-728 was stationed. Since this was to 

be broadcast solely on HF, there was no need to 

have an RBS-mf, i.e. the RBS counterpoint to the 

RBM 1f receiver, 200-2000 kc/s. The RBM was 

intended primarily for Navy forward land stations 
with the TBW transmitter - a more "communications receiver’ 
role, so both HF & LF tuning ranges were provided for. 


So why was the RBS seen in radio rooms, including in 
submarines? Well, here we have it as a compact 
auxiliary, one already in production and "off the shelf" 
- it being understood that it was inferior to the "big set". 
( Above scenario of "FLASH ALERT" messages as 
read about in book _Operation Iceberg_, about the 
Okinawa campaign, e.g. "Flash alert: 5 bogeys 
approching, North, 200 mph, high". )

This is one cool 
looking, well built rig. It had to be lots more 
expensive than the Gonsets. 

I saw a bunch of these hit the Seattle surplus 
market around 1977. I don't know if that 

date somehow corresponded with the end 

of HF AM in the marine services..... 

I also don't recall if the surplused ones were 
CD-6 or CD-2's. Probably the latter, as i 
vaguely recall feeling the lower frequency 

( 6 meter one) would be cooler. There were 
also some Gonset Gooneys surplused - 

these were all yellow painted. And some 
Harvey-Wells Bandmasters - the ones with 

the less audio preamps - for carbon mic use. 
Most of this gear had good sized CD (Civil Defense) decals on it. 
I still have a CD-decal yellow wooden box i 
saved. Maybe this was to pack a Gonset in. 

If someone has a yellow CD Gonset 
Communicator, i maybe could be persuaded 

to dig out that box, it's being used as a 
storage box now. 


I'm really surprised Sonar still exists in any form. 

For years i have thot another of their products was pretty 
cool & desirable: this was a marine band ( 2-3 Mc/s) 
portable rig, a couple watts, with a big telescopic 
antenna.

Hi Hue, 


I once owned an RBS, or as I remember it was an RBS. If I recall it 
was 2 or 3 times longer then it was wide. 


The thing was very light. In fact, I think it was probably 
considered "war expendable", but was run off a husky supply like used 
for the RBA, RBC type receivers. The supply probably weighed 10 
times what the receiver did. 


The one I had was very clean inside and out, which meant it was never 
used outside. It did have a decommissioning tag on it. I came off 
the submarine Hackleback, which was scrapped at Zidells in Portland, 
Or. 


They did have that receiver mounted on the bridge of subs, or maybe 
one hatch down from the actual bridge in a "foul weather case". 
Where the PS was mounted is beyond me. 


A little trivia about the Hackleback I gleaned out of a book about 
our subs during WWII: The boat was built towards the end of the war. 
Seems there were unions and labor disputes of some kind. The boat 
was not put together that well, and was considered just too noisy for 
combat use. If my memory serves me correctly, the Hackleback was the 
only US sub to get a periscope £ix on the Jap super battleship 
Yamamoto (sp). The skipper could have probably sunk it, but because 
of the boat being noisy, there was little chance he could get away. 
He surfaced, sent a radio message, and the big battleship was sent to 
the bottom by air power. 


Do I still own that receiver with Hackleback decommissioning tag on 
it? No, but I sure wish I did now. What a nice piece of history to 
have around.

Ladies & Gentlemen, boys & girls- 

The recent post about the UK public safety agencies discontinuing 
monitoring of 2182 led me to think about lifeboat radio thru the 
ages. ( i mean vacuum tube and transistor eras.) Now, i have 

read some accounts of civil disasters and wartime sinkings, but 

i can recall only 1 brief mention of any use of lifeboat radio, and 
even that account mentioned listening, did not actually mention 
sending SOS. For all the lifeboat radios out there thru history, 
probably from early 1930s to just recently retired, I really wonder 
how many ever fulfilled their intended purpose. Two? Three? One? 
Have you read any accounts of use? 

Also now, the "Gibson Girl". Did the bombers crossing from 

England to the continent carry these? Really? Apparently, 

from what i can glean, the "Lady Be Good" which crashed 


in North Africa on the return from Italy, in 1943, did not. 

And how about the Pacific War? (hmmm.... that's an 

oxymoron). The classic survival stories such as "The Raft" 

don't mention radio at all. Nor do any airwar histories of 

the Pacific theatre ever mention a pilot rescue radio such 

as the (apparently) then existing CRC-7. Aircraft circled 

the downed pilot in the sea, gave hand signals or dropped 
useful items, but i don't read of any use of sea-air rescue 
radio. "Always prepared, but never called on ?"
